charts,  etc.,  of  varying  sizes,  on  copper,  making  changes  and  additions  to  existing 
plates,  printing  transfers  for  lithographers,  engraving  and  printing  personal 
cards,  and  engraving  plates  on  steel  for  die  stamping.    The  output  of  this 
division  during  the  year  1915-16  amounted  to  $29,073.63. 

The  work  of  the  stereotyping  division  consists  of  the  making  of  matrices 
and  stereotype  plates  for  printing,  making  alterations  to  existing  plates,  casting 
and  refining  metal  for  the  linotype  division,  and  the  manufacture  of  some  metal 
equipment  for  use  in  the  typesetting  divisions.    The  output  for  the  year  1915-16, 
amounted  to  811,697.73. 

This  report  does  not  include  the  printing  of  publications  or  other  work 
executed  in  whole  or  in  part  in  outside  establishments.
